Morrison Says 
Canada Stature 


Raised by War’ 


LONDON, Jan. 17.— (Reuters)— 
Herbert Morrison, government 
leader in the House of Commons 
and lord president of the council, 
on his return last night from a 
visit to Canada and the United 
States, expressed gratification at 
being able “to say with truth that 
in spirit, in outlook and in aim 
there is no difference between the 
peoples of these three nations.” 

“THERE ARE DIFFERENCES in 
outlook between Britain, Canada 
and the United States on a num- 
ber of questions of internal policy, 
but in their aim, their spirit and 
their purpose there is a funda- 
mental unity between the three 
great countries,” Mr. Morrison con- 
tinued. 

Of Canada he said: “Canada 
plays an exceedingly valuable part 
in interpreting the British to the 
Americans and the Americans to 
the British. 

“My impression of Canada is that 
she has developed greatly during 
the war period. She made a great 
war effort both in men and econ- 
omically, and she emerged from 
the war greater in every way. I am 
certain that Canada, with her vigor, 
her freshness of outlook and her 
geographical setting, is destined 
to take a great and growing share 
in world affairs. 


“IT WAS GOOD to find healthy 
and good-tempered disagreement 
about how in our countries we are 
going to organize our affairs, good 
that we can learn from each other, 
good to enjoy our argument about 
how to get there without the 
slightest doubt that we both want 
to get to the same place. 

“I have derived real benefit from 
conversations with business men of 
all shades of opinion, political 
leaders of all parties, and leaders 
of industry on both sides in the 
Dominion. We in Britain have 
much to learn from Canada, The 
friendship and understanding be- 
tween our two nations goes deep 
and is a promise of our full co- 
operation in the difficult years im- 
mediately ahead.” 

MR. MORRISON spoke of the 
great affection for the Royal fam- 
ily among Canadians, remarking 
that they still discussed the visit of 
the King and Queen in the sum- 
mer of 1939 as if it had occurred 
the day before yesterday,

His sentence was con 
muted to life imprisonment last 
week by Maj.-Gen. Chris Vokes, 
Canadian army commander in the 
Netherlands, who convened the 
court. 

WHILE WAITING transportation 
to Canada, Meyer will be held in 
the same prison where Oscar 
Wilde spent his solitude writing 
poetry in the 90's. 

A heavy iron door, topped with 
tall spikes, groaned back on its 
hinges at 5:50 p.m. GMT (10:50 a.m. 
CST) when Meyer, wearing an 
army great coat and a German 
field cap hut without any insignia 
of rank, was led into the prison 
yard, handcuffed to Maj. L. M. 
Fourney of Lancaster, Ont. who 
was responsible for the prisoner. 

MEYER WAS identified in the 
guard room and the initials “K. M.” 
entered in a big brown ledger sig- 
nified his arrival. 

CORRESPONDENTS, along with 
army and civilian photographers, 
followed the German officer from 
Odiham airport, where his plane 
landed, to Reading Jail—now 
known as No, 4 Canadian military 
prison. They were turned back at 
the guardroom by the prison com- 
mandant, Lt.Col. G. Grayson, who 
said instructions from Brig. W. H. 
S. Macklin, deputy adjutant gen- 
eral at Canadian Military head- 
quarters, London, forebade anyone 
talking to Meyer. 

Col. Grayson declined to give any 
information and the iron door 
clanged shut after the ejected re- 
porters, 
~MEYER RELAXED during the 
trip to Odiham, saying nothing, but 
on his arrival, willingly answered 
questions by an RCAF radio officer. 

The questions were in English 
and Meyer's answers were in Ger- 
man, 

Ten Canadian passengers, includ- 
ing two members of the Canadian 
Women’s Army Corps, flew with 
Meyer. The pilot was Wing Cmdr. 
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C. N. McVeigh of Vancouver, Other 
members of the crew were: Sqdn.- 
Ldr, L. A. Painter of Pasadena, 
Calif., co-pilot; Fit.-Lt. J. M. Brown 
of Regina, navigator; Fit.-Lt. W. R. 
Mills. 


DEFENCE DEPARTMENT 
OUTLINES POSITION 

Ottawa, Jan. 17—(CP)—Text of 
defence headquarters statement on 
Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer, German SS 
commander follows: 

THE DEPARTMENT of national 
defence yesterday issued the follow- 
ing statement relative to the trial 
of Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer of the 
German army whose sentence of 
death by a military court has been 
reduced to that of life imprison- 
ment. 

“Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer, former 
commander of a German division, 
was given the death sentence by a 
Canadian military court. Under 
war regulations the matter is re- 
quired to be reviewed and con- 
firmed by the convening authority. 

“MAJ.-GEN. CHRIS VOKES, as 
the general officer commanding the 
Canadian army occupation force 
in Germany, was the convening 
authority and in accordance with 
the regulations reviewed the pro- 
ceedings without reference either 
to the governmnt or military auth- 
orities in Canada, and reached the 
conclusion that the conviction 
should be confirmed but the sen- 
tence reduced to life imprisonment. 

“The Canadian military court did 
not find that Meyer personally 
had ordered or authorized the kill- 
ing of the prisoners. What is not 
generally appreciated is that in 
fact the court had expressly found 
him not guilty of issuing any or- 
ders for such shooting. 

“IN VIEW OF THIS the review- 
ing officer found that there had not 
been that degree of complicity 
which could be regarded as justify- 
ing a death Sentence under the 
laws and usages of war. On the 
other hand, there was a failure on 
Meyer’s part to take adequate 
measures to prevent the murder by 
forces who were under his immed- 
iate command and control.” 


The department also stated that! 


Maj.-Gen, Vokes, in coming to a 
decision, had the assistance of lead- 
ing military legal, advisers over- 
seas but the decision rested en- 
tirely with him. The department 
stated that under the regulations 
there need not be, nor was there, 
any prior reference to national 
defence headquarters or to the 
government of Canada, and conse- 
quently the procedure followed by 
General Vokes had been quite cor- 
rect, 

THE PLACE of Mayer's im- 
prisonment has not yet been de- 
cided. The report that his family 
might come to Canada is entirely 
without foundation.

Sets Record 


On Flight 


CAPETOWN, Jan. 17,—(Reu- 
ters)—The famous RAF Lancas- 
ter bomber Aries touched down 
at Brooklyn airport here today at 
12:19 p.m., GMT (5:19 p.m., MST) 
after breaking the existing Eng- 
land-to-Cape flying record by 
seven hours and four minutes. 
The Aries flew from Thorney 
Island, near Portsmouth, to South 
Africa, in 32 hours, 21 minutes. 

The former record of 39 hours, 
25 minutes, was set in 1939. 

Air Commodore N. H. Daeth, 
RAF, head of a liaison mission to 
South Africa, commanded the 
plane, 

The big four-engined bomber 
flew from Thorney Island to 
Cairo non-stop on the first leg of | 
its journey and then from Cairo 
to Capetown, 

The official purpose of the 
flight was to visit training and 
operational centres in South 
Africa and exchange information 
on air navigation, 

Before undertaking her record- 
breaking flight the Aries had 
flown more than 100,000 miles on 
liaison and research trips includ- 
ing a Polar flight in May, 1945, 
to collect magnetic and meteoro- 
logical data and a round-the- 
world flight in October and Noy- 
1944, touching Canada, 
India, Middle East, South Africa,

More than 100 packing plants in 24 
States ceased operations when 300,000 
employees quit their jobs Wednesday 
morning. The strike may not last long, as 
one of the leaders proposed that work be 
resumed as a “patriotic gesture”. If this 
occurs the walk-out will rank as a demon- 
stration in force. How significant a demon- 
stration is indicated by the fact that if the 
tie-up lasts for a week there will be prac- 
tically no meat on sale in retail shops 
across the United States. 

Authorities who have to do with the 
prevention of deadlocks and the smooth 
functioning of this vital industry in Can- 
ada should see in this a warning that they 
had better lose no time and spare no exer- 
tion to bring about a settlement of the dis- 
agreement which threatens to close plants 
in the Dominion, Meatless shops would 
mean the same thing to Canadian consum- 
ers as to their neighbors, Canadian stock 
growers would be in the same plight as 
U.S. growers if processing plants stopped 
buying cattle, hogs and sheep. And Can- 
ada’s customers overseas would be taught 
to look elsewhere for supplies if the Do- 
minion should fail to make good on its 
contracts. 


Senator Marshall 


In Edmonton and throughout Alberta a 
host of personal friends and former pol- 
itical associates will learn with deep regret 
of the death of Senator Duncan Marshall. 
Forty years ago Mr. Marshall came to Ed- 
monton as business manager of The 
Bulletin. He played a very active part in 
Alberta politics following the establish- 
ment of the province, and from 1909 until 
1921 held the portfolio of agriculture in 
three successive provincial governments. 
Going east in 1922.he was appointed Dom- 
inion commissioner of agriculture and later 
joined the Hepburn government of Ontario 
as minister of agriculture. He was called 
to the Senate in 1938. 

Aside from the field of public life Mr. 
Marshall was known throughout Canada 
in newspaper and advertising circles, and 
as an accomplished speaker on subjects 
of interest to agriculture. 


Alberta’s Road Plan 


Alberta’s main highways have taken 
cruel punishment during the war years. 
They were made to carry more traffic than 
ever before, and heavier loads than most 
of them were built to withstand, At the 
same time scarcity of equipment, labor and 
materials hindered maintenance, while new 
construction had to be kept to the mini- 
mum. 

As a result the province is in arrears 
in respect to its roads. It is therefore 
pve * know from Hon. W. A. Fal- 
ow that he plans to start a five year pro- 
gram of construction and conditioning de- 
signed to make Alberta highways as good 
as are found elsewhere in Canada. As much 
of this work as can be done is scheduled for 
the present year, the hope being to get the 
main tourist routes in good condition be- 
fore the holiday season arrives, 

Successive governments have found 
that this is not an easy country in which 
to construct really permanent highways, 
and that the wear and tear on roads is 
severe, Extreme weather variation, a 
yielding soil, and none too plentiful mater- 
jals are constant factors in the problem, 
which necessarily involves heavier ex- 
pense than where these conditions are not 
in conjunction, 

Good roads are not, however, optional. 
They have to be built and maintained, 
difficult and costly as this must be. Long 
distances and relatively few railway lines 
make this imperative. Farmers must be 
given a fair chance to get to town, bus and 
truck services must be enabled to carry 
on, tourists must be given suitable high- 
way facilities or they will not come this 
way. It is to be hoped that good weather 
and other favoring conditions will make it 
possible to carry on the planned improve- 
ments extensively during the coming con- 
struction season. 


Better Look Ahead 


With the thermometers registering 20 
degrees below zero, Winnipeg aldermen 
thought it not untimely to turn their atten- 
tion to the mosquito question, as that per- 
ennial subject will present itself with sting- 
ing insistence six months or so hence. The 
idea, of course, is that by giving fore- 
thought to strategy and munitions they 
may make next summer's fight against the 
peace-destroying pests hotter and more 
successful than the efforts of past years, 

Edmonton's city council Pa properly 
and with profit follow this excellent lead. 
It is fairly supposable that if there are to 
be mosquitos in Winnipeg next summer 
there will also be mosquitos in Edmonton. 
And we have never yet waged war against 
these unwanted visitors as vigorously and 
persistently as the Winnipeg authorities 
have been doing for many years. If they

Iran Versus Russia 


Iran, or Persia, is to submit ‘ts troubles 
to the United Nations Organization for 
solution, whether to the Assembly or to 
the Security Council. The new “league” is 
therefore to get an early try-out—a pre- 
mature test in fact, since it is still in the 
organizational stage, 

This being the case, no injustice would 
be done if Tehran were told politely that 
its problem would have to lie on the table 
until the Assembly—or the Council—has 
had time to complete its machinery, size 
up the general world situation, and 
through wich the other preliminaries, De- 
lays may be dangerous, but Iran has no 
license to crash the door before the court 
has got ready for business. 

Just what is the source of the Iranian 
trouble the world does not know. What is 
known is that the northern province has 
renounced the authority of the national 
government, wholly or in degree, that there 
has been some fighting, and that the rebels 
have not been subdued. Tehran says Soviet 
influence is behind the insurrection. Mos- 
cow denies this. 

The question to be submitted is thys 
a dispute between Iran and Russia, That 
it is packed with explosive possibilities is 
obvious. A small nation is accusing a great 
power of interfering in its affairs, either 
with a view to annexing one of its prov- 
inces or of helping the province to secede 
and set up a separate state. Since the ac- 
cused power denies the accusation, a fact- 
finding investigation would seem to be 
indicated as the first step toward adjust- 
ing the dispute. 


There.is a prospect that Canada may 
be able to get some Cuban sugar. Con- 
sumers are warned, however, to not envi- 
sion the end of rationing. The extra 
amount, it seems, is needed to build up 
reserve stocks, which we have been eating 
into despite the restricted allowances. 


“Old” Battleford, as it is now called, 
was the original capital of the North West 
Territories. People in Alberta will on that 
account be interested in the news that the 
site of the Mounted Police post there is 
to be marked by a memorial of the Police 
and a museum of Indian relics.

Saskatchewan Would Have All Car Owners Carry— 


Public Liability Insurance 


Special Committee Appointed to Investigate and Report on Legislation Now in Force 
on Continent and Suggest Course to Be Followed in Saskatchewan 


Under study at the present time 
by a government-appointed special 
committee is the question of com- 
pulsory public liability car insur- 
ance in Saskatchewan, This mat- 
ter was first broached about a 
year ago, when Provincial Treas-| 
urer C. M, Fines announced that a 
committee would study the matter, 
submit a report. It then would be 
a duty of the legislature to decide 
what it wanted and enact it into 
law. 

According to recent announce- 
ments of government members, 
under consideration are two 
courses: 

1. Compulsory public liability in- 
surance, with the car owner left 
free to arrange his insurance in 
whichever company he pleases. 

2. Compulsory public _ liability 
Insurance, with the car owner com- 
pelled to insure in the Saskatche- 
wan government insurance office, 
the provincial government's insur- 
ance agency. 

In all Canada and the United 
States, there is but one unit which 
has enacted compulsory auto in- 
surance, That is the state of Massa- 
chusetts, where it was enacted in 
1927. Massachusetts, pioneering in 
this type of legislation, with no ex- 
perience to guide it, passed a law 
that compelled every car owner to 
carry insurance, whether he had 
had accidents or not, before he 
could obtain a licence to own or! 
even drive a Car. 

However, according to insurance 
authorities, it did not take long be- 
fore it became apparent that by 
compelling every metorist to in- 
sure, evils were created which were 
held to be worse than the ills for 
which the remedy was sought, 

Since the Massachusetts law be- 
came effective, the weight of evi- 
dence and statistics appears to 
prove that compulsory car insur- 
ance, as it exists in Massachusetts, 
brings higher insurance rates, in- 
creased frequency of accidents, con- 
gestion in courts, and accidents 
rackets.

THE MANITOBA LAW, however, 
contains two additional features 
not found in American legisla- 
tion, These are the car impound- 
ing provisions and the unsatisfied 
judgment fund. 

The central feature of the Mani- 
toba law is this: Where a car is 
involved in an accident in which 
any person is killed or injured, or 
damage exceeding $25 is done to 
property, then the registration of 
the vehicle and the licence of the 
driver must be suspended until he 
does two things: 

1. He must put up security 
sufficient to satisfy any judgment 
that may be made against him, up 
to certain maximum amounts in 
the act, 

2. He must furnish proof of fin- 
ancial responsibility for any fu- 
ture accidents. 

But if the motorist carries pub- 
lic liability and property damage 
insurance, he has no difficulty. 
The insurance is taken as suffi- 
cient security for the accident. It 
will, if kept up, also be taken as 
proof of financial responsibility 
for future accidents. The person 
who carries insurance is in no 
difficulty at all. 

If no insurance is carried by the 
motorist at the time of the acci- 
dent, the security to satisfy a pos- 


| sible judgment will have to be put 


up in cash or good negotiable se- 
curities.

Lopsided Deal 


Editor, Bulletin: Readers of our 
history know that King Charles 
Second, of England, gave all the 
land drained by the rivers that flow 
into Hudson Bay, to a company of 
Adventurers, of which his nephew, 
Prince Rupert, was the head. That 
j}land was long known as Prince 
Rupert's Land—now, as Western 
Canada, 


When William the Conqueror be- 
came King of England, 1066 he in- 
stituted the Feudal System of land 
holding—a system more or less in 
force on the continent as well as in 
England, before 1066. According to 
this system, the king owned all the 
land, and held it in trust, for the 
good and welfare of all the people. 
Those to whom he allotted it were 
tenants to the crown, and paid him 
rent every year for the land they 
held, whether they used it or held 
it idle, or let others use it. This 
rent they paid to the king was the 
public revenues, and the only public 
revenues, for nearly three hundred 
years—there being no taxes on 
things made or produced by 
people's labors—like crops, houses, 
horses, etc. Those were the days 
of the “Merry England” that of 
reads about, Those who held land 
were under obligation to pay rent 
to the king as Trustee of the land 
|for all the people. They were not 
owners of the land, but tenants of 
the king. 


| King Charles Second, whose 
father was executed for the crime 
of treason to the people, gave the 
State of Pennyslvania to William 
Penn. The word means “Penn's 
Woods.” The colonial governments 
made them pay rent, in the shape 
of a tax every year, but the Hudson 
| Bay Company, formerly the Com- 
| pany of Adventurers, paid no tax at 
all to any government, and so their 
| claim to that land, under the Eng-

and void. But after they thus held

is no actual starvation in Jugoslavia 
today. Altogether, UNRRA has 
brought into Jugoslavia since April 
15 last year nearly one million tons 
of supplies, The biggest item, of 
course, has been food. More than 
700,000 tons have been imported 
and distributed to the people, for 
the most part naturally, in the star- 
vation and deficiency areas. 

SOME 50,000 TONS of clothing, 
textiles and wool also have been 
brought in. In addition, a great ef- 
fort has been made to provide the 
Jugoslavs with trucks, tractors and 
fertilizers so they can increase their 
own production and by the end of 
the next year again be self-support- 
ing. 
The Jugoslavs themselves are 
making a great effort to get the 
country on its feet, and the Jugo- 
slav government is responsible for 
distribution of all UNRRA supplies. 
There is no doubt they are doing 
this efficiently and fairly. | 

UNRRA itself has no more than 
150 non-Jugoslav representatives 
there made up of 17 different na- 
tionalities. All get on extremely 
well together which shows that in- | 
ternational co-operation is feasible | 
when there is a practical task to be 
carried out, 

MUCH CREDIT FOR THE suc- 
cess of UNRRA in Jugoslavia be- 
longs to the head of the UNRRA 
mission, who is a Russian, Mr, 
Sergeichic, a former colonel of the 
Red Army, who during the war was 
responsible for the transportation of 
lend-lease supplies through Persia.

HEAT HELPS SORE MUSCLES 


Heat may be used with very good| | 


results as a treatment in a variety 
of conditions attended by muscular 
soreness or stiffness, Furthermore, 
the heat treatment appears to be 
equally effective whether 
muscle is sore because of a chem- 
ical irritation, as seen in muscular 
rheumatism, or because of an in- 
jury resulting from an accident, as 
seen in sprains. 

Heat will be found to pr re- 
lief from muscular soreness rd- 
less of whether a disease or an in-

Healing must depend 
primarily upon getting a good flow 
of blood through the area which 
has been injured and this flow will 
then bring to the part the material 
needed for repair and will at the 
same time, wash away the waste 
products encouraged to accumulate 
because of the injury. Although we 
can not hope to do anything which 
might be called “healing” the in- 
jured or irritated muscle fibers, we 
can do various things to attract to 
them, the blood supply which will 
bring about healing. The blood 
will do the healing and the primary 
aim of any treatment used is to en- 
courage the blood to reach the part. 


Such encouragement is given when) 


heat is used. For example, heat will 


cause the blood vessels themselves | 


to dilate, or grow larger, which 
means that a larger flow of blood 
may be accommodated. 

Heat will also be of benefit be- 
cause it causes the contracted 
muscles to relax, thus lessening 
muscular tension, and paving the 
way for the complete rest of the 
part which will encourage the most 
rapid healing. 

Several ways of applying heat to 
provide relief from muscular sore- 


ness and stiffness are available and| 
which one is to be used depends!

TO REDUCE selling prices it 
would be necessary to reduce costs, 
he continued.

They are paid apprentice 
wages by the firm and the govern- 
ment then subsidizes the firm to 
permit them to pay the man a living | 
wage while he is learning his trade 
or business. These subsidy pay- 
ments are charged off against the 
man’s re-establishment credit, so! 
| actually he pays himself. 

In these cases the officials of the 
department of labor who make the 
| arrangements and draw up the con- 
tracts usually insist that the em- 
| ployer agree to hire the man when | 
his training period is complete. This 


is an understandable precaution 
and is to prevent unscruplous em-| 
ployers from taking men during 
their training period and then firing | 
them later—in other words, using | 
|them as cheap labor. Besides this 
the employer is more apt to see that 
|the man is proverly trained if he| 
knows he has to employ him and 
|pay him full wages later. 


| BUT WITH COURSES given in 
the vocational training schools the 
situation is entirely different. The 
idea of such schools is to give men 
training so that they can get em-! 
ployment when their training is 
completed, Most employers prefer 
to hire trained men rather than 
hire untrained men and hope they 
will turn out alright.

Court of Appeal 
| Reduces Sentence 


Conviction against Matthew Sara- 
mada, district farmer, on a charge 
of stealing materials, the property 
of the United States government, 
was confirmed Wednesday by the 
Alberta court of appeal, but the six 
months sentence imposed by Mr. 
Justice Hugh John Macdonald was 
reduced to suspended sentence. 

SARAMADA WAS CHARGED 
with the theft of a 110 volt electric 
light plant, two cases of motor oil, 
and two building timbers, all 
valued at more than $450. 


Following a submission by Neil 
D. Maclean, KC, counsel for the 
appellant, the court by a four to one 
majority, sustained the conviction. 
Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing, dissenting 
from the majority judgment, would 
have dismissed the charge on the 
ground that the materials had been 
abandoned by the United States 
authorities,

struction is the conversion of industry 
to production of the basic needs of a 
civilized community, with the min- 
imum of dislocation, unemployment, 
and friction. For two or three years, 
since we passed the peak of our war 
effort, we have been giving thought 
to the reconstruction period, Now, we 
are in it. The problem is no longer 
speculative, but is gradually being met, 
in a practical manner, more or less 
satisfactorily. If one or more sections 
of the masterpiece we desire to pro- 
duce are not filled in at once, let us 
not worry too much, but look at the 
whole picture and its good prospects. 
Many of our people, not realizing the 
nature of the real problems in recon- 
version and reconstruction, want a 
quick answer to all questions, and an 
intmediate completion of all plans. 
There cannot be such an easy way: 
changes in nature. people, and life are 
continuous, not abrupt.” 


READY TO MOVE FORWARD 

Solid ground for optimism was to be 
found, said Mr. Wilson, in Canada's 
tremendous record of accomplishment 
since the turn of the century. “Have 
our people confidence in themselves?” 
asked Mr, Wilson. “If they would 
pause and reflect upon the historic 
advance of their country, thev would 
find few reasons for depression and 
many reasons to justify hope of 
success. The record of what was ac- 
compliehed is marvellous, the advance- 
tment of every year being built upon 
that of preceding vears. Some jnterrup- 
tion occurred, but now we are ready 
again to move forward. A comparison 
between our material circumstances in 
“gd and in 1945 is well worth looking 
at. 


“Here are some figures which should 
be considered alongside the fact 
that our population has increased just 
123 per_cent in the 45 years under 
review. The number of acres occupied 
for farm purposes increased 176 per 
cent.; the value of farm property, in 
dollars of the same purchasing power, 
jumped to 251 per cent. of what it was 
in 1900; the value of agricultural pro- 
ducts exported rose 300 per cent., and 
the number of bushels of wheat we 
produced grew by 685 per cent. The 
increase in our production of minerals 
was: copper. 2,079 per cent.; gold, 
114; lead, 377; nickel. 3,781; silver, 
204; asbestos, 1,115. Our output of 
wood pulp increased 1,892 per cent. 
Our railways expanded their track 
mileage 133 per cent., the number of 
passengers 214 per cent., and tons of 
freight 302 per cent. The tonnage of 
sea-borne shipping cleared at Canadian 
ports rose by 288 per cent. Telephone 
instruments in use increased by 2.585 
per cent. Electric incandescent lamps, 
so numerous to-day as to be imprac- 
ticable to count, numbered only 
815,000 in 1900. Radios, automobiles 
and aeroplanes were not even predict- 
ed in the 1900 statistical books. The 
registrations of radios are not by any 
instru- 
ments in use, but total 1%4 million. 


“Yet, some people persist in saving: 
‘Times are going to be hard.’ This is 
no occasion for thoughts of failure. 


*T refuse to believe that after so 
long-continued slow but sure progress 
mankind will allow itself to be annihil- 
ated by atomic bombs, or to be en- 
feebled by long drawn out decay, or 
paralyzed by disputes which ruin inter- 
national trade and co-operation, This 
country should have no doubt of itself 
or of the contribution it can make to 
the world. All we need ig faith in 
Canada and confidence in our own 
enterprise and energy to make the 
eecond half of this century grenter 
and more abundant than the first 
which was, in a material sense, as 1 
bave shown, great indeed.”

In presenting the financial etate 
ment, James Muir, General Manager, 
reported assets of $2.007.546.978, the 
highest. in the history of the bank 
He remarked, however, “that eize is

—but rather that, always mindful if 
its responsibilities to its depositore, 
it should fill the role of providing ali 
classes of the public with a hich order 
of prompt, efficient and helpful ser.

Mr. Muir stressed the part being 
played by the Royal Bank in helping 
clients solve their reconversion prob- 
lems through loans, an increased num- 
ber of which “are being made for 
Capital Expenditure purposes and on 
more extended terms than used to be 
customary. Naturally, we endeavor to 
appraise these risks with care. This 
policy is not only of benefit to cus- 
tomers in assisting with the expansion 
and improvement of their operations, 
but, in addition, is an important factor 
in the over-all picture of employment 
and rehabilitation. Many loans of this 
character have been made at branches 
across Canada. Other lending activities 
might be mentioned: For example, 
during the year the needs of the per- 
sonal or casual borrower have been 
met to the extent that in round figures, 
127,000 individual loans of $500 and 
under have been made. In March of 
last year the Farm Improvement. 
Loans Act came into force. Figures 
released by the Government disclose 
that up to the end of last October, all 
Chartered Banks had made a total of 
3,669 loans under the Act for the aggre- 
gate sum of $2,911,224. It is satisfac- 
tory to learn that our share of this 
total was the largest — namely, 1,245 
in number and $998,570 in amount.

in the loans we made during the same 
period for exactly similar purposes in 
the ordinary course of business outside 
the provisions of the Act.

TRADE OPPORTUNITIES 

“While all countries in the world 
fequire goede Canada produces, it 
seems well to look particularly at a 
continent where many well-versed per- 
sons think Canada is not making the 
most of her opportunity — South 
America, The total value of imports 
to the South American Republics in 
1940 was one billion, 11% million 
dollars. This indicates the extent of 
the market in general, and it is parti- 
cularly interesting to take note of the 
fact that so many commodities re- 
quired by these countries are products 
of Canada, including iron and stee!, 
chemicals, paper, wood and manu- 
factures of wood, vehicles, paints, 
wheat and other foodstuffs, mining 
machinery, industria} machinery, elem 
trical apparatus, and many minerals. 
There ei still a wide field which Canada 
may cultivate. 


“Tf we admit that prosperity in 
Canada is not just local, then the next 
step is to consider how we can help 
ourselves by measures designed to 
raise the purchasing power of other 
countries eo that they can buy our 
goods. 

“The International Monetary Fund 
and the International Bank of Recon- 
struction set up under the Bretton 
Woods agreement are evidence of a 
good spirit. I believe we have done 
well so far in making these arrange- 
ments; they present an outward and 
visible sign that nations are conscious 
of the world outside themselves.” 


“Our geographical position makes us 
the link connecting the two great in- 


“Seven hundred and ninety-eight of 
the men formerly in the Armed Ser- 
vices have already returned to the 
bank, and they are being afforded 
every opportunity to re-acclimatize 
themeelves quickly.

Their vears of service in the forces 
are allowed to count as years of service 
in the bank for pension purposes, and 
if their service-pay was less than their 
salary at time of enlistment, they were 
not required to contribute to the Pen- 
sion Fund. The bank’s Group In- 
surance plan — plus war risk in their 
case — was mnaintained for them, the 
entire premium being paid by the 
bank. In addition to these security 
measures carried on for the staff, hos- 
pital and surgical benefits insurance is 
maintained —a substantial portion of 
the cost being borne by the bank. 
Recently a retiring plan was inaugur- 
ated whereby women employees and 
men not members of the Pension Fund 
are assured of an annual income when 
the time comes for them to give up 
their duties. Generally speaking, wo- 
men employees will retire at 55 veare 
of age. The plan is non-contributary 
on the part of these employees, 


Special reference was made by Mr 
Muir to the part played by the bank's 
branches in foreign lands in promoting 
trade and understanding.
